The new fund was to havo been dic 
vided in two: $400m in support of exist- 
ing and new commodity agreements 
and $350m to improve the market posi- 
tion of those products that, for what- 
ever reasons, cannot be regulated 
through agrements. 

The parties to the agreement were 
given until 30 September to ratify the 
common fund. 

As a precaution, Bonn set aside 
DM35m in its 1984. budget (the German 
share) but there is little likelihood that 
the money will ever be used. 

Dieter Kebschull of the Hamburg- 
based HWWA Institute considers the 
common fund Idea “as good as dead",

YF the price decline that the USA decided 
to revive the shelved coffee agreement, 

The idea now was no longer to use 
buffer stocks to stabilise prices but to 
impose export quotas on the individual 
producer countries. 

When the price drops below $1.20 a 
pound the quotas are reduced, and 
when it rises above $1.40 they are rais- 


ed. 

What buffer stocks failed to achieve 
with other commodities has worked 
with the quota system for coffee. Prices 
have been relatively stable since 1980 
despite a considerable surplus produc- 
tion. 

Present global stocks amount to 40 
million sacks (of 60 kilos each). This is 
about half a year’s harvest, 

To get rid of the coffee that does not 
fall under the export quotas, many pro- 
ducer countries sold to non-members of 
the agreement at dumping prices. 

The central issue at the London meet- 
ing was therefore how to overcome this 
split in the market. 

The consumer countries urged that 
the existing price range should be re- 
duced or at least maintained to prevent 
giving an incentive for over-production. 

Developing countries, on the other 
hand, argued that the industrial goods 
they import are aiso becoming more ex- 
years has shown this mechanism pensive all the time.
